The influence of Dr. John May­ 
nard Keynes, the British economist 
who visited Washington recently, is 
seen by Washington observers in re­ 
ports that Administration officials 
are considering a new plan to give 
a man money hut not l*»t him spend 
itr- that is. not for 
some years 
to 
come. 
The proposal under discussion is a 
tax plan that is not a tax plan, for 
the money that is collected now in 
taxes would be repaid later on. 
Briefly, tho idea is to keep money 
received as the result of wage in­ 
creases from forcing prices upward, 
causing 
inflation. 
The 
taxpayer 
would he given a credit (up to a cer­ 
tain maximum) in baby or defense 
bonds, savings stamps, 
or 
special 
postal savings certificates equivalent 
to the increase in 
taxes 
resulting 
from reduction of exemptions under 
the income tax law. 
Some government officials 
esti­ 
mate that as many as five 
million 
citizens may be brought into the in­ 
come tax structure 
under 
such a 
plan. 
If the plan goes through it 
will probably he labeled a “compul­ 
sory savings plan,’’ or some equiva­ 
lent designation, in the

that the word “savings" has a good 
connotation which is readily accept­ 
able to the people.

T H A T ’S THEIR BREAD 


By Gloria Brumby 
Bread has been called the “ staff 
of life" since time immemorial, and 
it still is the p r i ^ p a l article of diet 
in every land. But all countries don t 
eat the same kind of bread. 
Tile unleavened corn bread is per­ 
haps the only reel American variety, 
although the Indiana for ages have 
made their bread from acoin flour. 
In 
thus country we 
enjoy with 
equal gusto plain white bread, whoU 
wheat bread and bread made of rye 
or other grains,,and potatoes are also 
used extensively in making the bread 
that goes to our table. Soy bean flour 
us also considered to make a health­ 
ful b lea*! which many people relish 
here. 
Other 
countries, 
however, 
have 
generally their own special variety 
of bread and wonder why the rest of 
the world thrives without it. 
In England, live white wheat flour 
Cottage Conf is the national standby. 
It is a round, crusty loaf made with 
a yeast dough ann is full-flavored 
and appetising. Another loaf that is 
popular over there is a brown or 
whole w'heat flour bread that con­ 
tains the bran. This is considered 
more healthful than white bread by 
ma nj* people. 
The loaves or cakes that King Al­ 
fred the Great, of fame and fable, 
allowed to burn to a crisp on the 
hearth 
of 
the 
woou-cutter’s 
wife 
were unleavened or yeast!* ss and no 
doubt these were the original kind as 
exemplified by what the English call 
“ biscuits" and we call “crackers" 
our Southern corn bread 
or 
hoe 
cakes, the “ dam pers" of Ireland and 
the Australian colonies and th** crude 
br*»nd of the uncivilized race® 
T^** 
oatcakes, 
or bannocks, 
of Bonnie 
I Scotland, too, are of the unleavened 
s p e c ie s , and take quite a lo* of mas­ 
ticating at that, 
but the national 
bread o f the I .and O’ Cakes is a 
i raised or ferm ented oatmeal bread 
which is very nourishing and is said 
to make Scotland what sh** is. 
A sour barley bread is also con- 
slimed in great Quantities especially 
by the 
kilted 
Highlanders 
in 
the 
northern part o f that country. 
In 
some parts of Europe ground fish 
rn* ai is added to the barley meal in 
th*- making of bread. 
In France and Italy the bread is 
noted for its length 
usually a yard 
or mon* long and it is a breach of 
etiquette to cut it. It must always he 
broken. This sour dough bread b 
very* sustaining and the peasants add 
ar. onion or a few grapes and call it 
a meal. 
The Germans subsist on a great 
black bread loaf beside which our 
white variety is considered insipid. 
In m any German villages the house­ 
wives still have their large ovens in 
which several dozen loaves of bread 
are l>aked at one time. 
In 
Austria and 
other European 
countries lai-ge quantities of similar 
black bread are eaten, hut the Vien­ 
na 
bread 
with 
the 
peculiar 
crisp 
crust tliat is made by a special pro­ 
cess and differs greatly from sour 
dough breads is found to be very ap­ 
petizing. 
Th*- thin, wafer-1 ike bread that is 
calk**! a “ tortillo" is native of Mex­ 
ico anti Centi-al America. It is made 
of corn meal and w ater and is eaten 
rolled, with or without a savory fill­ 
ing. 
White visitors call it “ paper 
bread" because it is as thin as news­ 
paper. To make it more appetizing 
sometirr. * it is colored, red, blue or 
green. 
Th** m ost universal bread may be 
consideted to tx* th at made of white 
wheat flour and this may be obtained 
in atmoA any country where people 
go. Russian rye bread or Gerniar 
black bread can be bought in every 
big city, and always w here there is 
an American or an Englishman there 
will 
nice whit** bread.
